As the new 
expansion takes hold, Sawyer 
said, capacity will rise 2,469,000 
tons by the end of this year; an- 
other 3,972,000 tons in 1951, and 
an additional 2,959,000 tons in 
1952. 

Under the new program, Saw- 
yer said, blast furnace capacity 
will be increased by 1,734,000 net 
tons to a total of 73,378,000 tons 
of pig iron annually.

Missouri Supreme Court today 
denied an application for a writ 
of mandamus to compel state and 
St. Louis county election officials 
to place upon the November bal- 
lot a proposal to adopt the non- 
partisan court plan in the county. 
The writ had been sought in 
the name of five St. Louis county 
attorneys after the County Board 
of Election Commissioners and 
Secretary of State Walter H. To- 
berman had refused to accept 
initiative petitions for inclusion 
of the proposition on the ballot. 
Upholding the objections of 
Toberman and the county board, 
the court’s opinion held that the 
provisions of the new state Con- 
stitution authorizing adoption of 
the plan in judicial circuits not 
now having it were, in effect, not 
self enforcing and required some 
implementing legislation pre- 
scribing the manner of initiating 
a special election for the purpose 
and the conduct of such elections. 
The opinion further held that 
the constitutional provisions were 
a “mandate” to the General As- 
sembly to enact such legislation.

Based on a five-day biannual 
survey conducted by the two 
agencies last August, the report 
listed four types of ratings given 
various aspects of the milk con- 
trol program and noted that each 
rating must be above 90 per cent 
to be considered to have reached 
— satisfactory degree of excel- 

nce.” 


Ratings Compared. 


Following are the ratings of 
the recent survey together with 
the rating given in the last re- 
port of 1948: 

Pasteurized milk, 87 per cent, 
as compared with 85 per cent in 
1948; pasteurization plants—92 
per cent, as against 81 per cent; 
raw milk sold to pasteurization 
plants—82 per cent, 88 per cent, 
and enforcement methods—88 
per cent, as against 78 per cent. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, Health Com- 
missioner, pointed out that while 
not all ratings had reached the 
desirable standard of 90 per cent, 
“there was gratifying evidence of 
progress toward that goal.” He 
said this was particularly true in 
view of the tremendous increase 
in production of grade A raw and 
pasteurized milk and milk prod- 
ucts in the St. Louis milkshed 
since the last report.

Among the recommendations 
made by the report were that the

Two policemen in a passing squad 
car saw smoke billowing from the 
building at about the same time. 

Chief Kammann said first fire- 
men at the scene detected a 
strong odor of gasoline or clean- 
ing fluid, although the bulk of 
the firm’s cleaning fluids were 
in another part of the building 
protected by a fire wall. The 
blaze was prevented from spread- 
ing throughout the structure by 
several fire walls. Cause of the 
fire was undetermined. 

A spokesman for the firm 
stated there was slight loss to 
clothing but considerable damage 
to carpets, rugs, furniture and 
other heavy materials that had 
been left for cleaning. 

Chief Kammann estimated the 
damage as $80,000 to the contents 
and $40,000 to the building. Wil- 
liam Mitchell, 4525 Lindell boule- 
vard, is president of the cleaning 
company. 

Firemen were called to the 
plant twice early today, at 4:05 
and 7:01, to extinguish small 
blazes that broke out in the smol- 
dering structure.

Then she di- 
vorced Bartges who was convicted 
of larceny and sentenced to three 
to four years in Arizona State 
Penitentiary. 

Worked in Tucson. 

Early this year, Mrs. Bartges 
was found working in a restau- 
rant at Tucson, Ariz., to support 
herself. The Kansas Supreme 
Court awarded her $325,000 from 
the Dickey estate, and the Kansas 
ruling was followed by one in 
Colorado.

Bartges will give her close to half 
of the estimated wealth of Dickey

The Colorado Supreme Court’s 
decision was unanimous and up- 
held an earlier judgment by Den- 
ver District Judge Joseph J. 
Walsh. The Supreme Court had 
handed down another decision a 
year ago in which it ruled that 
Mrs. Bartges was entitled to half 
the Dickey estate. 

Disputed Estate’s Worth. 

Attorneys for the estate had 
opposed the settlement allowed 
by Walsh on the grounds that 
Dickey was not worth $3,800,000 
at the time of separation. 

The Supreme Court ruled to- 
day, however, that Dickey was 
“conservatively” worth _ that 
amount and that the records re- 
vealed his actual wealth amounted 
to between $5,000,000 and $6,000,- 
000. 

Dickey promised Mrs. Bartges 
half his estate when the sep- 
arated, according to the Supreme 
Court decision.

A plan to subsidize the free 
lunch program in St. Louis 
schools by diverting a portion of

Efforts by the Board of Educa- 
tion to obtain Community Chest 
funds for the free lunch program, 
which cost $15,989 during the last 
school year, failed this summer.

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GREAT MISTAKES 
of WORLD WAR II 


‘Unconditional Surrender’ Perhaps the Big- 
gest Political Mistake of War and the 
Phrase Was Roosevelt’s—Undoubtedly 
It Prolonged Resistance.

_ SECOND OF A SERIES. 


NCONDITIONAL surrender was perhaps the biggest political 

mistake of the war. In World War I, Wilson took care to dis- 

tinguish- between the Kaiser and the militaristie Junkers class 
and the German people. In World War II, Stalin drew a clear line 
between Hitier and the Nazis and the German people, and even 
the German Army. The opportunity of driving a wedge between 
rulers and ruled, so clearly seized by Wilson and by Stalin, was 
muffed by Roosevelt and Churchill. 


Unconditional surrender was an 
* open invitation to unconditional 
resistance. It discouraged opposi- 
tion to Hitler, probably length- 
ened the war, cost us lives, and 
helped to lead to the present 
abortive peace. ' 

This policy grew in part out of 
the need for a psychological war 
cry. In part it was intended as 
@ reassurance to the Bolshevik 
leaders that there would no 
compromise with Hitler and that 
the Allies would fight on to total 
victory. 

Fear of Separate Peace. 


The haunting fear that moti- 
vated so many of our actions dur- 
_ ing the war—the fear of a sepa- 
rate Russian peace with Germany 
—and Russia’s growing suspicions 
of her Western Allies because of 
their inability up to that time, 
January, 1943, to open a “second 
front” on land in Western Europe, 
dictated the famous declaration of 
Casablanca. 

It is noteworthy that Stalin 
Was never associated with for- 
mulating “unconditional sur- 
render” as a doctrine. He later 
specifically criticized this doc- 
trine. He took péculiar care to 
differentiate between the un- 
conditional surrender of Hitler- 
ism, and the unconditional sur- 
render of Germany. 

' Obviously the more complete 


the policy, which was a carefully 
calculated one. 

Regardless of its origins, 
there is no doubt that it caused 
grave harm. 

The German underground, as 
noted by Albrecht von Kessel in 


his diary, felt the uncondtional 
surrender formula greatly handi- 
capped their efforts. 

In the negotiations leading up 
to the Italian surrender and col- 


lapse, the harsh and strident note 
of unconditional surrender, modi- 
fied only slightly and then but 
temporarily, probably delayed the 
inevitable collapse of Italy four 
to six weeks—ample time to per- 
mit the reinforcement of the Ital- 
ian front by the Germans, a re- 
inforcement which was the direct 
cause of the bloody stalemate that 
ensued. 


Direct Contradiction. 
: The doctrine of Casablanca was 
in direct contradiction to the as- 
Surances given by the British 
Government in public speeches 
and in private conversations in 
1939-40 that a Germany which 
had rid itself of Hitler and his 
associates would be an acceptable 
bacis for peace talks.

Unconditional surrender could 
only mean unlimited war, and un-

A Close Race.

Secondary issues linked with 
the campaign are Communist 
controls, Republican charges of 
Red sympathizers in the Govern- 
ment, the Brannan farm plan, 
compulsory health insurance, and 
the Taft-Hartley labor law. 

The contest stands pretty much 
on its own. It won’t be affected 
much by other state-wide races, 
all for lesser state offices. 

This time there is no governor 
contest, as in 1948 when Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson rolled up a 
record-breaking plurality of 572,- 
000 and paced Senator Paul Doug- 
las and President Truman to 
state Democratic victories. 

Dirksen began the campaign in 
September 1949, stumping the 
state for a year while Lucas was 
in Washington much of the time, 
tied do by Senate duties.

Aluminum Co. of America 
grants Philip Murray’s United 
Steelworkers a 10 per cent wage 
increase, in contrast to the earlier 
eight to 10-cent-an-hour wage 
boost by Chrysler, Packard and 
Ford in the auto industries. This 
amounts to about 15 cents an 
hour. Now Murray wants the 
same for his workers in steel 
plants. 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
declares a $2 extra dividend and 
raises the regular quarterly rate 
to $2 from $1.50. Wheeling Steel 
votes a 25 per cent stock divi- 
dend and Philco a _ two-for-one 
stock split up. 

Phelps-Dodge advances_. the 
price of copper, Republic Steel 
and other companies pig iron, 
and the Aluminum Co. of Ameri- 
ca aluminum ingots. The Trailer 
Coach Manufacturers’ Association 
cancels its fourteenth annual ex- 
hibition in Cleveland Nov. 14. 
Manyfacturers* are “sold out,” so 
what’s the use of having a sales 
exhibit? 

Farmer Fares Better. 

Farm marketings in September 
totaled approximately three — bil- 
lion dollars, or slightly above a 
year ago. In the forepart of ‘50 
réceipts were running below 
1949. 

In the last four months, busi- 
ness loans of reporting member 
banks have increased more than 
two bfilion dollars to $15,500,- 
000,000. They’re nearly 17 per 
cent higher than a year ago.

| \qnHE victory of United Nations’

The house where I lived as a 
child—back in the days before 
Hitler—was still standing. It is 
a beautiful big three-story build- 
ing on the side of a hill. Above it 
on one side the road leads up into 
the mountains; below it is a coun- 
try town just like hundreds of 
others in Germany. Behind the 
house was a garden. I remember 
well kept flower beds, a shady 
lawn and trees in the back where 
I used to have a tent and play at 
being an American Indian.

Now the garden is a mass of 
weeds and underbrush, and no 
children play there. For five years 
our house, one of the best in the 
town,. was occupied by Russian 
soldiers.

I 
might be recognized and de- 
nounced because I came from 
America. Old friends might acci- 
dentally betray me by a surprised 
greeting on the streets.

She is one of those rare 
people whose loyalty and courage 
can never be broken. If the whole 
police of all Europe were hunting 
me she would still harbor me. She 
asked no questions; it was safer 
that way. 


Her life is harder than ever be- 
fore. Her husband is dead and 
her son was killed in the war: her 
small insurance pension stopped 
with the arrival of the Red Army, 

She gets only the basic ration 
card, and earns money for extra 
food by working as a seamstress 
and housekeeper. She is growing 
old, but she has not lost her 
cheerful spirits.

In a different position was my 
uncle, who paid for my education 
after my father died. He was a 
wealthy man with a town house 
in Berlin and @ summer home in 
the country.

The Senator was largely responsible for the 
crime investigation, but as he has left it in 
Kansas City, the inquiry there is bound to look 
like a flat political whitewash painted a month 
before the elections.

Should the United States Government en- 
force the law and do irreparable harm to this 
country?

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Squarely Before the U.N. 

The one most urgent international matter to- 
day is the necessity fer decisive U.N. action on 
the unification of Korea in principle and in par- 
ticular on the crossing of the thirty-eighth 
parallel by U.N. forces. 

Already the South Koreans have advanced 
some 30 miles or more across the imaginary 
line. To the west, north of \Seoul, American 
fogces, operating under the U.N.\flag. but Ameri- 
can forces none the less, are halted near the 
artificial boundary. 

For Koreans to move about sartheir own coun- 
try is one thing. For the-troops of other na- 
tions to do so without express U.N. instruction 
is a horse of another color entirely. Gen Mac- 
Arthur’s hesitation is both understandable and 
to his credit. As the U.N. commander, he must 
be careful lest he segiously embarrass U.N. in 
this delicate situation. 

The American position has been stated well 
by Delegate Austin at Lake Success. Mr. Ausin 
put it this way: 

The aggressor’s forces should not be per- 
mitted to have refuge behind an imaginary 
line because that would recreate the threat 
to tle peace of Korea and of the world. 

The political aspect of the problem identi- 
fied with the thirty-eighth parallel becomes 
a matter of major concern for the United Na- 
tions. 

The question of whether this artificial bar- 
rier shall be removed, and whether the 
country shall be united now must be deter- 
mined by the United Nations. 

The artificial barrier which has divided 
North and South Korea has no basis for ex- 
istence either in law or in reason. 


The profoundest hope of all is that the North 
merenae will see the generosity in Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s surrender terms. In return for laying 
down their arms, so the invitation reads, the 
Communist aggressors, including those who have 
been taken prisoner, “will be given the care 
dictated by civilized custom and practice.” Also 
they will be “permitted to return to their homes 
as soon as practicable.” 

How this contrasts with the brutal murders 
which the North Koreans practiced against an 
unknown number of disarmed Americans and 
South Koreans, the wagers of this war best know 
themselves. 

If surrender comes in a matter of hours, the 
problem may solve itself. If it does not, deci- 
sion must be made. Aside from the fact that 
a few South Koreans are now north of the imag- 
inary line, geographically the situation is almost 
pecisely what it was before three months of 
bloody war. 

It is U.N.’s move. The force of world opin- 
ion has no choice but to move surely and quick- 
ly. Who can say that the Reds’ decision to sur- 
render or not surrender does not hang on de- 
cisive action at Lake Success? 
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The Right Kind of Man 


Senator Chan Gurney of South Dakota may 
be named senior Assistant Defense Secretary 
in the Department of Defense, as headed by 
George C. Marshall. So it is reported from Wash- 
ington. 

We know of nothing against such a choice 
and some excellent arguments in favor of it. 
Senator Gurney is one of the best-informed men 
in Congress on defense matters. A veteran of 
12 years in the Senate, he served as chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services Committee in the 
Eightieth Congress. Undoubtedly Senator Gur- 
ney would have been renominated last spring 
if he had spent more time keeping his political 
fences built up at home. But this would have 
required many long trips from Washington to 
South Dakota so, for the most part, he stayed 
on the job and worked for defense in Congress. 

Another reason for Senator Gurney’s appoint- 
ment is the fact that he is a Republican. More 
Republicans are needed in the defense effort, 
which is, of course, a job for everyone regardless 
of party. 
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Promise of Steel Expansion 

To Secretary of Commerce Sawyer’s appeal 
for expansion of steel output, the industry has 
responded with promises that capacity will be 
increased by 9,400,000 tons a year, or almost 
10 per cent, during the next two years. The 
expansion will be carried out principally by 20 
firms, with no government financing. 

Secretary Sawyer had warned the industry 
that he did not want “suggestions or hopes, but 
actual commitments for the future.” He should 
make sure now that he has received actual com- 
mitments. He should also make sure that a 
9,400,000-ton expansion, striking as it is, will 
be enough to support the greatly expanded na- 
tional economy which lies ahead. 

It is easy enough to prove that adequate steel 
can be made available for the new defense pro- 
gram by tightening up slightly on civilian sup- 
plies. But the new defense program will itself 
stinwlate growth in the civilian economy, and 
steel capacity must be adequate to meet all de- 
mands if inflation is to be avoided. The steel 
industry that will be needed five years from 
now cannot be measured in terms of the past, 
and Secretary Sawyer should insist that it keep 
pace with the demands to be placed upon it. 
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Another Fizzle in Germany 


Once again a widely advertised Communist 
demonstration has fizzled in Western Germany. 
A day of “national resistance” to the Bonn gov- 
ernment and the western occupation powers was 
to have brought thousands of well-trained Com- 
munists and angry citizens into the streets. The 
Communists showed up in many cities—far be- 
low their expected strength—but the result could 
hardly be called “national resistance.” 

Police quickly put down the rioters, and In- 
terior Minister Gustav Heinemann said their 
success demonstrated that “the West German 
police are better than people thought. There is 
no reason to be fearful in this. country.” 

Recent decisions of the occupation powers 
will strengthen state police forces further and 
permit their emergency mobilization on a fed- 
eral basis. The occupation forces themselves 
are being reinforced as a counter-balance to the 
Soviet-armed and trained East German “police.” 
And Western Europe as a whole is rearming to 
contain the graver threat of an attack by the 
Soviet forces which loom behind the East Ger- 
man “police” front. 

Thus at every level, and by every possible 
means, the men in the Kremlin are being warned 
that aggression in Germany will be resisted and 
that the power to resist successfully is growing. 
May the warning strike home. .

With the 
close of the Eighty-first Congress it seemed 
interesting to find out what the erstwhile 
University of, Chicago student of govern- 
ment thought of Washington government 
at close range. So the question was put 
to him. 


For a moment the rugged, friendly Sena- 
tor, who enlfsted as a private in the 
Marines at 50 and emerged from the war 
with a purple heart, 
bronze star and a 
lieutenant -colonelcy 
drummed thoughtful- 
ly on his desk. 


“There are sup- 
posed to be _ two 
stages in the life of 
a Senator,” he com- 
mented at length. 
“At first the fresh- 
man looks around 
the august chamber 
and wonders how in. Paul Douglas 
the world he got there. The second stage 
comes a little later; then he looks around 
the chamber and wonders how in the 
world the others got there.” 


Mr. Douglas paused, tilted back in his 
shirtsleeves in his big senatorial chair and 
gave a disarming grin. “But I have found 
there is a third stage,” he continued. 
“After a while the freshman gets to know 
things better in Washington and decides 
that there is a good reason for the prés- 
ence of pretty nearly everybody hei .” 

The 1948 “freshman class” of the United 
States Senate is graduating into veterans 
with the close of their first Congress. The 
class had Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, A. Willis 
Robertson of Virginia, and others rated 
highly by the press., Few freshmen, how- 
ever, ever have arrived with such con- 
trasting background as Mr. Douglas, and 
it is fair to say that most reporters feel he 
shas lived up to his reputation. 


The interviewer asked Mr. Douglas if he 


couldn’t think of any improvement for 
the Senate? 

“I think there should be more emphasis 
on germaneness in debate,” replied the 
Senator promptly. 
that sometimes Senators tended to wander. 

“There was a rule in Thomas Jefferson’s 
parliamentary manual that members 


should speak to the point, but that has not — 


been adopted in the Senate,” Mr. Douglas 
continued. “I think if that rule could be 
adopted, say, up to 5 o’clock, with permis- 
sion after that time to speak on any sub- 
ject desired, it would make a tremendous 
improvement in procedure.” ' 

Well, said the interviewer, how about 
reckless charges from the Senate floor? 
Would he abolish the law of congressional 
immunity? 

Mr. Douglas grew grave and rather 
stern. He is a mild, mellow man who 
characteristically speaks with a sort of 
whimsical Quaker underemphasis. Now 
he looked big and formidable. 


“I would not abolish congressional im- 
munity,” he said. “That was a right won 
by parliament from the English king. Its 
loss would muzzle democratic representa- 
tives. But with such immunity given us, 
it is all the more imperative to show re- 
sponsibility.” 

Mr. Douglas laughed and relaxed. He 
confided that he had a bit of a hot temper 
himself and he sometimes found it hard 
to keep it under control. This was news, 
for Mr. Douglas among reporters has a 
reputation for his soft, wrath-turning 
answers. : 

He continued that as Senator he works 
harder than he did as college professor 
or even as Chicago city alderman—an- 
other role he once held. Finally, Mr. Doug- 
las took a rather dim view of Washington 
life and society: too evanescent .and arti- 
ficial, he thought,.too much drive for per- 
sonal influence, and the engines of pub- 
licity are geared too high. 

Well, those are the offhand views of one 
graduating freshman Senator.

Maybe it really is true. All those slick 


- writers in Hollywood who can rap out a 


movie.scenario in no time at all, do have 
a deep ambition to write that first rate 
novel. In the movies they always do, and 
in novels too. You run across that writer 
who is tired of it all in Hollywood and 
wants to get away and dé something rep- 
resentative of his real talent. “Night With- 
out Sleep,” apparently is written by such 
a writer. 

Unfortunately, the book is nothing more 
than an enlarged motion picture script. Ac- 
cording to Elick Moll, the book originally 

was just such a story, 
60 pages in length, 
and from it he wrote 
the novel. But what 
Mr. Moll has over- 
looked is that mere 
reduction of his stage 
dialogue and dlirec- 
tions to descriptive 
sentences doesn’t 
make a book. It isn’t 
sufficient to reduce 
action into words 
and call it a novel.

POPE BROADCASTS 
TO 100,000 AT MASS 
IN BRITISH.STADIUM 


LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP)—Nearly 
100,000 British Roman Catholics 
heard the broadcast voice of the 
Pope at a solemn pontifical mass 
in Wembley Stadium yesterday. 


The mass, marking the cente- 
nary of the restoration of the Ro- 
man Catholic hierarchy in Brit- 
ain, was the largest gathering of 
Roman Catholics in Britain’s his- 
tory. 

Six cardinals, 12 archbishops 
and 46 bishops were grouped 
around the scarlet, white and gold 
altar in the center of the stadium. 


Loudspeakers carried the voice 
of the Pope, broadcast from the 
Vatican, to the stadium. 


The Pope said churches are 
“increasing in number through- 
out the land” with “2000 and 
more Catholic scools that stand 
as monuments to the generous 
self-sacrifice of the faithful.”

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WHEN A CHILD is taught that 
what he thinks is as important as 
what he does in regard to his 
health and character, when he is 
taught that a thought has power 
to build life or to destroy it, when 
he is shown that good thoughts, 
loving, kindly thoughts, can drive 
out the hating, grudging, selfish 
ones and fill him with strength 
instead of poison, he has had a 
fine course in mental hygiene and 
is well on his way to sound men- 
tal health.

Some Tips 
For Chicken 
Out of Doors 
By Edith M. Barber 


RIED chicken is a favorite 
choice for an outdoor meal. 
Often, it is fried at home and 
eaten cold with the fingers, of 
course. There is no reason why 
you can’t have it hot, if you like. 
It may be prepared at home all 
ready for frying and cooked in 
the frying pan over the charcoal 


The disjointed chicken is dried 
and put in a bag with seasoned 
flour. When the fat is hot, the 
bag is shaken well and then each 
piece is ready for the pan. If you 
should want a gravy on a picnic, 
the remaining flour can be used 
as a thickening. In the fire, po- 
tatoes wrapped in foil may be 
baking after the coals are glow- 
ing. Medium-sized white potatoes 
take about 40 minutes, while 
sweet potatoes will bake in about 
half an hour. It does not harm 
either of them to cook longer 
when they are tightly wrapped in 
the double thickness of the foil. 
This is convenient if you are 
broiling your chicken on a rack, 


= as cooking takes a little longer 


than it does for frying. 

For broiling, the broilers are 
split, brushed with butter, or 
other shortening, and cooked first 
on the inside about 10 minutes. 
Then, they are turned and droiled 
slowly 30 to 40 minutes until 
tender. They must be bastéd oc- 
casionally when they are doné 
over an open fire. Cooking should 
never be started until the coals 
are glowing and they should not 
be too near the heat. If browning 
should seem to be too fast, the 
coals may be sprinkled with a 
little water. This is usually not 


* necessary with young chicken 


which is not too fat. It is the 
fat dripping into the fire that 
starts up the flames. For barbe- 
cued chicken, a highly seasoned 
sauce containing salad oil is used 
for basting, which must be done 
often.

N CANASTA, as in business, it 
[pays to advertise. If your op- 

ponent has no better guide, he 
is likely to discard what you have 
thrown away. Hence, it is often 
a good plan to discard from a 
triplet, keeping a pair that will 
let you take the pack if your 
right-hand opponent throws the 
same rank. But in Canasta, as in 
business, you have to decide your 
advertising campaign on the basis 
of what you can afford. For ex- 
ample, suppose you hold: 


You have drawn. It is early in 
the game. What should you dis- 
card? If you need only 50 for 
your initial meld, the perfect “ad- 
vertising” discard is one of your 
three sixes. By keeping a pair of 
sixes you are able to take the 
pack should your opponent dis- 
card one; meanwhile, the fact 
that you have three sixes in your 
own hand makes it less likely 
that the six will be a useful card 
for your left-hand opponent or a 
matched card in the harid of your 
right-hand opponent. 


But if you need 90, you s!:ould 
not discard the six on this round. 
Why? Because if your strategy 
succeeds and your right hand op- 
ponent does throw a six you 


vould then be unable to take the 
pack because you would not have 
a sufficient meld. The joker with 
your pair of jacks would count 
70; three sixes would add only 
15, making a total of 85. In order 
to take the pack with a six you 
have to keep all three sixes in 
your hand. Then, if a :ix is 
thrown, four sixes (20 points) 
added to your jacks and joker 
will give you the needed total . 


' However, if you pick up anoth- 
er jack, or a deuce, you will 
make all haste to advertise by 
throwing a six on your next turn. 


Question: I had an _ insuffi- 
cient meld, so I nad several 
cards on the table to be dis- 
carded. Then an opponent ‘vent 
out. What is counted against me 
—only the cards in my hand, or 
the cards on the table too? 


Answer: The penalty cards 
on the table are counted against 
you, the same as cards in your 
hand. Penalty cards are consid- 
ered as part of your hand uatil 
you have either discarded or 
melded them.
